! Americans have spent $200 bil- 
lion trying to improve the quali- 
tysof the air they breathe. out-' 
duors.. They have spent billions 
nore tightening up their homes 
and'offites to conserve energy. 
-Only now, safe behind their 





 iasulated walls and triple-sealed 


windows, they are realizing that 
the.-air they are breathing 
indoors is often more dangerous 
than the air outside. 
- According to an article by 
Mike. Lipske in National Wildlife 
magazine, ithe quality of air 
indoors may well become the 
iggest environmental 
ars to come. National 
bi-monthly_publica- 
tion.of the National Wildlife Fed- 
eration. 

4ur current indoor air pollu- 
tion problems are, in part, an 
unpleasant side effect of energy 
conservation. After the 1973 
Arab oil embargo, when fuel 
prices skyrocketed, office build- 
ing managers began seeking 
ways .to create tighter, more 
energy-efficient environments. 

In. offices, windows that 
opened were replaced by 
_mechanical ventilation systems. 
“Many buildings in the winter- 
time do not admit any’ outside 
air,!’ says Michael Larsen, an. 
industrial hygienist. ‘They ‘just 
keep recirculating what's there.” 
Meanwhile, homeowners, 
spurred on by utility companies, 
spread caulk and weatherstrip- 
ping around windows and doors. 

. Tightening up the envelope, as 
engineers call it, did reduce fuel 
bills — in many cases substan- 
tially. But it also banished the 
natural ventilation that, in years 
past, diluted stale and’ contami- 
naied indoor air. In many cases, 
the results have been devastat- 
ing. 

Workers in Washington, D.C., 
for example, discovered that 
slime’ in the air conditioning 
drain pans of a government- 
managed building was producing 
ajrborne fungus at levels roughly 
equivalent to those found in a 
chicken coop. Nearby, employ- 
ees working in offices in a con- 
verted portion of a parking 
farage began suffering from 
headaches~ and other health 
problems. Indoor carbon monix- 
td¢ levels proved to be almost 
three times higher than federal 
Immits allowed for outside air. 
The office space, now aban- 
doned, was being used by the 
Environmental Protection Agen-

What can people do about 
indoor air pollution? According 
to experts, you might determine 
whether an illness is related to 
your workplace by asking the 
following questions: 

* Do the symptoms ;go" away 
when you leave your Office? If 
so, there’s a chance you_are 
being exposed to-some irritant 

* Are the symptoms worse as 
the week progresses, better on 
the weekend, and then worse 
again Monday? Such a cycle 
would indicate a workplace prob- 
lem. 

* Do any co-workers suffer? 

* Is your office new? New car- 
peting and furniture may emit 
formaldehyde or plasticizers for 
a few months 

* Has your office recently 
been painted, remodeled, 
cleaned extensively, or extermi- 
nated? Any one of these can 
leave high jevels of isritants. 

* Do you work with smokers? 

For homeowners, one of the 
first places to look for help is 
the city, county, or state health 
department. Many can either 
supply information about com- 
mon problems in the region or 
places to go for help. In some 
cases, officials will even evalu- 
ate homes at no cost. 

Family “physicians also can 
help. By doing blood tests and 
culturing nasal,—throat,—or—lung 
secretions, they. can sometimes 
tell what agent, if any, is caus- 
ing the symptoms. 

In the final analysis, many 
experts find it ironic that, while 
we have been busy cleaning the 
air outdoors, the air inside has 
gotten worse
